JOINT MEASURES TO COPE WITH FUEL SHORTAGES, MULTI-NATIONAL 
EFFORTS TO EXPAND OIL AND GAS PRODUCTION IN SOVIET UNION 
AND ELSEWHERE, AND POOLING OF RESEARCH AND DEVELOP 
MENT. ROGERS STATED US WOULD ENCOURAGE AMERICAN CONCERNS 
TO CONSIDER JOINT VENTURES WITH JAPANESE COMPANIES IN 
DEVELOPING ENERGY RESOURCE IN SUCH AREAS AS SIBERIA. AND 
WOULD MAKE US TECHNOLOGY AVAILABLE TO JAPAN IN DEVELOPING 
MULTINATIONAL URANIUM ENRICHMENT PLANT. ROGERS TOLD 
JAPANESE QUOTE OUR ACTIONS WILL INFLUENCE WHETHER 
TOMORROW S ENERGY WORLD IS ORDERLY AND SECURE OR ABRASIVE 
AND CHAOTIC UNQUOTE. 
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2A. LATE EDITION MONDAY WASHSTAR HAD CHICAGO DAILY NEWS 
TOKYO STORY STRESSING KISSINGER HIMSELF WAS A SOURCE OF 
RECENT REPORT HE WILL REPLACE SECSTATE ROGERS NEXT FALL, 
ACCORDING SOURCES CLOSE TO ROGERS, BUT ROGERS HAS RE-
